door of the customer. Thus the rail- 
roads serve the .;mali dealers and their 
business is mostly on the retail .line. 
They give quick delivery, and must do 
this to serve fieir customers. 
They 


have to serve hu idreds of thousands of 
small merchants who deal In small par- 
eels, and this rmst be done Immedi- 
ately. So their system must and does 
vary from tile t merlcan system. You 
may call it English conservatism, but 
you will find the r methods and designs 
suit their needs ^nd purposes. 


"Our road-bed is not to be compared 


with the Er.gllsl road-bed; it IB mere- 
ly a contrast. 3'or complete and sub- 
stantial road-bei we are outclassed. 
Even our own Pennsylvania, is rather 
meager and dtrtv looking on returning 
from England.
